T h e G reek fleet has entered the

Salónica, and, after bom 
barding the Turkish town of Plata- 
mona, proceeded to Lepthokarva, 
near by, pouring shot and shell i¿to 
that town also. 


T h e squadron will proceee in due 
ti^me to Salónica, thirty miles fur 
ther up the gulf, 
a Turkish squad­ 
ron IS reported to have left the Dar 
danelles 
to intercept the Greeks, 
and a naval battle is im m inent.”

hour there is a

absence of news from the Turkish 
headquarters, which would indicate 
that the battle is not altogether fa ­ 
vorable to the Moslem troops.

What the Greek s and Tnrk s Are 
Fig;hting About. 


GREEKS RULED BY TURKS. 


King (v eorge Wants to Regraiu Greek 
Prov inces—What GourRe Will 
RuRsia Pursue ?

Now that 
war between Greece 
and Turk ey has begun, with vast 
consequences looraiiig 
up on the 
horizon of possibility, it is worth 
while for each of us to answer 
tor 
himself, as intelligently as mav be, 
the 
questions: 
“ What 
is 
it ^11 


a boiP? 
What brought it on? What 
are 
they 
fightÍF?g for? 
Wbav do 
they expect to gaio?’^ 
The more intelligent and rpa^cü - 
able our answers to these questions, 
the more interesting and intelligible 
will be to us the news of the war as 
that news shaB develop from d¿y to 
da V. 
What is it all a bout? 
It aU is about the territorial 
grandizement of Greece at ^he 
pense of Turk ey. 
Greece is 
mg to wrest territory from Turk ey. 
Turk ey is figlxting to retain it. 
It must be lernerabered that the 
Greek s number 8 ,200,000, of v,hoDo 
but 2,200,000 reside in Greece. 
Of 
the other 6 ,000 000 about 2,000,000 
reside in Asiatic Turk ey, about 3,- 
6 00,000 ia European Turk ey and 
about 500,000 in Crete, Cypress and 
other Turk ish islands. 
It must be 
remembered also that King George 
calls himself, not k ing of Greece, 
but k ing of the Greek s. 
Now, if you will turn to your map 
of Turk ey in Europe, you will see 
lying immediately north and north 
east of Greece, the three Tuik ish 


provinces of Albania (on the Adri­ 
atic), Monaster and Saló nica. 
We 
mast 
remember 
that 
these three 
provinces 
were 
a part of ancient 
Greece, after the d a y s of Philip of 
Macedó n 
and of his greater son, 
Alexander. 
Albania is the ancient 
Epirus. 
Monaster and Saló nica are 
the ancient Thessalia and Macedo- 


nia. 
They are 
num eious’y inhab- 
i’ed by the Greek s. 
The 
total population (Albania, 
203,000; Monaster, 6 6 4,000; Salon 
ik a, 9 00,000;) is 
about 
one hilf 
Greek and the other half Albanian 
ami Turk ish. 
Hence Greece, ever 
since she attained her own quasi 
independence in 1S30, has claimed 
these three provinces, 
^.s together 
constituting a Greece, as yet unre 
deemed. 
Furthermore, 
either 
Greece is to have no furtlif r conti 
rental expansion whatever, or fur 
tber continental expansion, must be 
begun by acquisition of these prov 
inces. 
On the south also the island 
of Crete forms

sultan to adopt 
and enforc^' the 
scheme. 
Of course, the details of 
the scheme and even its outlines 
are not k nown outside the chan- 
celeries of Europe. 
Now King George is closely re­ 
lated to the chief crowned heads of 
Europe. 
His father is k ing of D e n­ 
mark . 
The Dowager 
Czarina of 
Russia and the princess of Wales 
are his sisters. 
Czar Nicholas is 
his nephew. Queen Olga of Greece, 
born a Russian princess, is cousin 
of the czar's mother. 
The crown 
princess of Greece is the sister of 
Emperor 
William, 
of 
Germany. 
Furthermore, Greece and Germany 
are traditional friends, bound by 
ties of religion, of gratitude, and 
comradeship in arms. 
Greece and 
England are fiva^s and traditional 


enemies; although England is one 
of the powers (England, France and 
Russia) helped Greece to quasti in- 
dcjienaence in 18 29 , 21« ^ still main­ 
tain tutelary relation to Greece. 
In view of all the facts above set 
f« )rth, and all of that has occurred 
recently, it rea.sonably may be be 
lieved that 
some one of the six 
“ great powers" gave King George 
to understand that now was Greece's 
ripe opportunity for expansion, and 
virtually 
guaranteed 
taat Greece 
should not lose territorially by 
a 
sharp and timely strok e of enter­ 
prise. 
Not otherwise can the 
al­ 
most or 
quite 
foolhardy attitude 
and action of Greece be explained. 
The weight of presumption is that 
the encouraging power is Russia, 
whose 
interests are subserved by 
fTubroiliiig Greece and Furk ey, and 
will be subserved by the exclusion 
of Kiigland from the Ino of nations 
now tutelaries of Greece, and by 
[he installation of Russia 
as the 
trustee, guardian and administrator 
of the Balk an peninsula. 
Osrensibly, Russia joins Germany 
in be^'adng England for encourag 
ing Greece; but a careful reading of 
the facts as they have developed in | 
the past tbree months produces the 
convic ion that Russia is the real, 
though 
secret, 
encourager

greater than we can bear. 
There 
hath no temptation taken y ou but 
such is common to man, but God is 
faithful who will not suffer y ou to 
be tempted abov e that y ou are able, 
but will also make a way of esca pe 
that y e may be able to bear it." 
The speaker impressed it upon 
the hearers that it 
was necessary 
for one to carry his religion with 
him wherev er 
he goes and under 
all circumstances. 
“ My cup of joy runneth ov er," 
say s the Psalmist, and his neighbor 
got the benefit of the ov erflow.

minds, they consented without p r o ­ 
test to the additional burden upon 
their resources. 
Th e money was 
paid over to the tax gatherers and 
went into the imperial treasury. 
Crops proved good for nearly 20 
years, and then 
came the scarcity 
o f last year. 
O f course, the v i c e ­ 
roy at once inquired for the fund in 
question, and learned 
that 
it had 


been ‘ ‘diverted” 
into 
other c h a n ­ 
nels. 
Report had it that the money 
was used to repair railroads and to 
fortify certain mountain passes, but 
the 
term 
“ diversion” in this case 
covered a multitude 
of sms. 
Th e 
fact of the matter is that the money 
has 
disappeared, with 
the e x c e p ­ 
tion of about $1,000,000, which, of 
course is not a 
drop in the bucket 
c om pa red to the amount needed. 
A member of the Salvation A rm y 
in high authority, who spent years 
in India, in discussing the matter, 
said: 
“ I know that the British officials 
have 
stolen 
the famine fund for 
their own uses, 
such 
as 
building 
houses for themselves, to buy a n ­ 
nuities 
and 
similar 
selfish 
ends. 
T h is has been going on for 20 years, 
and everybod y has winked at it in 
the vain hope that there 
would be 
no more famines. 
It is a disgrace, 
and 
I 
am astonished that nothing 
has been printed about it hereto 
f o r e . ” 
T h e British authorities in India 
h ave 
taken 
every 
precaution 
to 
c o v er up this scandal 
When the 
plague made its 
appearance 
and 
thousands were dying daily, it was 
given out by 
the authorities that 
the people were suffering from dys 
entery in a mild form, due to im ­ 
purities in the dr.nking water. 
Not 
until competent persons, who had 
made an independent investigation, 
reported the facts in 
L ondon did 
the world learn that India was b e ­ 
ing ravaged by plague and famine. 
A t last, after 80,000 had died in 
one district alone, the government 
decided 
that an appeal for help 
must be made, and this was done.

Inni 
you weri‘ older you recited “ Bingim 
on the Rhine,” “ Rienzl to tlie Lo- 
maiis,” and “ TheSeminol ; s ib 'ply.” 
You rememb er how they used to 
“pass the waU'r” at school, and how 
you and one of the othor b oys used 
to b eg permission to go and gid a 
pail of water -during seho« 1 hours. 
You never had any desire to get it 
at recess time or during th(‘ noon 
hour. 
Th(‘rc may liav<^ 
b o vn wells 
nearer b ut you usually w’ent to 
farmhouse ab out a mile awa\^ for the 
water. 
You generally carried it 
b ack to the schoolliouse on a stick 
tlirust under the b ail and with vu ch 
b oy grasping an end of the stick. 
Sometimes the water w’ould b e ]iiys- 
teriously spilled at the very door of 
the sehoolliouse and you would, of 
course, liave to go l)ack for another 
pail.

Wc learned to read and spell and 
ei])her after a fashion the instruc­ 
tors of to-day would call woefully 
crude and insufficient.

no examinations, no class promo­ 
tions, and no overstudy, b ut the fact 
remains that many of the men and 
women who count for most in the 
America of to-day and who have a t­ 
tained the highest degree of success 
in life knew no education b ut that of 
the little countryschoolhou.se.— De- 
troit Free Press.

What the Greeks and Turks Are 
Fighting: About. 
\ 


GREEKS RULED BY TURKS. 


King: Geo rge Wants to Regain Greek 
Pro vinces—What Co urse Will 
Russia Pursue 


/ 


No w that war between Greece 
and Turkey has begun, with vast 
co nsequences lo o ming up o n the 
ho rizo n o fypo ssibility, it is wo rth 
while fo r each o f us to answer to r 
himself, as intelligently as may be, 
the questio ns: 
‘‘What is it all 
abo ut? 
What bro ught it o n? What 
are they 
fighting fo r? 
Whai do 
they expect to gain?" 
The mo re intelligent and reaso n­ 
able o ur answers to these questio ns, 
the mo re interesting and intelligible 
will be to us the news o f the war as 
that news shall develo p fro m day to 
day. 
What is it all abo ut? 
It all is abo ut the territo rial ag­ 
grandizement o f Greece at the ex­ 
pense o f Turkey. 
Greece is fight­ 
ing to wrest territo ry fro m Turkey. 
Turkey is fighting to retain it. 
It must be remembered that the 
Greeks number 8,200,000, o f who m 
but 2,200,000 reside in Greece. 
Of 
the o ther 6,000 000 abo ut 2,000,000 
reside in Asiatic Turkey, abo ut 3,- 
600,000 in Euro pean Turkey and 
abo ut 500,000 in Crete, Cypress and 
o ther Turkish islands. 
It must be 
remembered also that King Geo rge 
calls himself, no t king o f Greece, 
but king o f the Greeks. 
No w, if yo u will turn to yo ur map 
o f Turkey in Euro pe, yo u will see 
"^lying immediately no rth and no rth­ 
east o f Greece, the three Turkish 
pro vinces o f Albania (o a the Adri­ 
atic), Mo naster and Saló nica. 
We 
must remember that these three 
pro vinces were a part o f ancien 
Greece, after the days o f Philip o 
Macedó n and o f his greater so p, 
Alexander.

since she attained her o wn quasi 
independence in 1830, has claimed 
these three pro vinces, as to gether 
co nstituting a Greece, as yet unre­ 
deemed. 
Furthermo re, 
either 
Greece is to have no further co nti­ 
nental expansio n whatever, o r fur­ 
ther co ntinental expansio n, must be 
begun by acquisitio n o f these pro v­ 
inces. 
On the so uth also the island 
o f Crete fo rms a 
less impo rtant 
part o f the histo rical Greo cairre-

^ - W h a t i s the war abo ut?

Greece is fighting to win 
them.

Fo llo wing the Armenian massa­ 
cres in Asia Mino r, a year ago o r 
mo re,

po wers'^ o f Euro pe (Russia, Ger­ 
many, Austria, England, France and 
Italy) directed their ambassado rs at 


into a so rt o f o ver-co urt to devise 
such a scheme o f refo rms o f the 
Turkish go vernment as sho uld pro ­ 
tect effectually 
all 
the subjects 
thereo f and incidentally fo rtify the 
financial basis o f the great debt 
o wed by Turkey to French, German 
and British financiers. 
After mo nths o f deliberatio ns,the 
scheme o f refo rms at length go t 
finished in the clo sing days o f 1896. 
It was decided thereupo n by the 
“ great po wers" that if necessary 
they wo uld 
fo rcibly 
co mpel the 
sultan to ado pt and enfo rce the 
scheme. 
Of co urse, the details o f 
the scheme and even its o utlines 
are no t kno wn o utside the chan- 
celeries o f Euro pe. 
No w King Geo rge is clo sely re­ 
lated to the chief cro wned heads o f 
Euro pe. 
His father is king o f Den­ 
mark. 
The Do wager Czarina o f 
Russia and the princess o f Wales 
are his sisters. 
Czar Nicho las is 
his nephew. Queen Olga o f Greece, 
bo rn a Russian princess, is co usin 
o f the czar's mo ther. 
The cro wn 
princess o f Greece is the sister o f 
Empero r 
William, 
o f 
Germany. 
Furthermo re, Greece and Germany 
are traditio nal friends, bo und by 
ties o f religio n, o f gratitude, and 
co mradeship in arms. 
Greece and 
England are rivals and traditio nal 
enemies; altho ugh England is o ne 
o f the po wers (England, France and 
Russia) helped Greece to quasti in 
dependence in 1829, and still main­ 
tain tutelary relatio n to Greece. 
In view o f all the facts abo ve set 
fo rth, and all o f that has o ccurred 
recently, it reaso nably may be-be­ 
lieved that so me o ne o f the six 
“ great po wers" gave King Geo rge 
to understand that no w was Greece's 
ripe o ppo rtunity fo r expansio n, a n d 
virtually guaranteed 
taat Greece 
sho uld no t lo se territo rially by a 
sharp and timely stro ke o f enter­ 
prise. 
No t o therwise can the al­ 
mo st o r quite fo o lhardy attitude 
and actio n o f Greece be explained. 
The weight o f presumptio n is that 
the enco uraging po wer is Russia, 
who se interests are subserved by 
embro iling Greece and Turkey, and 
will be subserved by the exclusio n 
o f England fro m the trio o f natio ns 
no w tutelaries o f Greece, and by 
the installatio n o f Russia 
as the 
trustee, guardian and administrato r 
o f the Balkan peninsula. 
Ostensibly, Russia jo ins Germany 
in berating England fo r enco urag­ 
ing Greece; but a careful reading o f 
the facts as they have develo ped in 
the past three mo nths pro duces the 
co nvictio n that Russia is the real, 
tho ugh 
secret, 
enco urager 
o f 
Greece, and the inciter o f 
Bo th 
Greece and Turkey to war; and, 
that no t in the interest o f either 
Greece o r Turkey, but in the inter­ 
est .o f Russia. 
^ Finally, 
what do Greece 
and 
Turkey expect to gain? 
Turkey kno ws she can gain no th 
ing. 
The mo st she can po ssibly 
ho pe fo r is to po stpo ne the day o f 
her retirement fro m Euro pe, if no t 
fro m the map o f the earth. 
Greece 
ho pes to gam territo rially. 
If this 
lo pe shall be realized, it is likely to 
)e at the expense o f a po rtio n o f 
ler present quasi 
independence. 
She may find herself hugged tighter 
han befo re, and mo re helplessly 
n Russia's embrace.
